RAF Hammers 


German Bases, 


Batters Coast 


Smashing Blows Deliv- 
ered on Reich for 
Second Day. 


LONDON, July 2—( Wednesday) 
(UP)—One of the biggest air ar- 
madas of the war carried out a 
bold ‘‘sweep’”’ of German-occupied 
France last evening, virtually 
without challenge from the luft- 
waffe, after three daylight bomb- 
ing invasions of Germany and 
German-held territory by RAF 
squadrons, 

Striking in force by daylight for 
the second consecutive day, the 
Royal Air Force smashed at in- 
dustrial targets around Oldenburg, 
blasted the Nazi seaplane base at 
Borkum, and then at dusk sent a 
roaring armada over the channel 
against northern France. 

The air ministry in ascommuni- 
que at midnight said that ‘‘many 
squadrons of RAF fighters took 
part in the offensive sweep of 
northern France during the eve- 
ning’ and added that “very few 
enemy aircraft were encoun- 
tered.” 

Attack Seaplane Base. 

Heavy bombers - operating off 
the Frisian islands attacked the 
seaplane base at Borkum during 
the afternoon. The pilots saw 
bombs bursting among the han- 
gars and other buildings. 

Climaxing one of the busiest 
davs of the air offensive, fighters 
and bombers gathered over south- 
east England early in the evening 
In such numbers that observers 
said they “seemed to fill the 
skies,” and headed for France. 

So many waves of planes flew 
to France that it took them 20 
minutes to fly over one town, on 
the southeast coast. 

The earth shook violently as the 
watchers, who gather every eve- 
ning on the cliffs after dinner to 
watch the RAF at work, ticked 
off the bomb explosions and the 
blasts of the defense guns. 

The din across the channel 
sounded to the coastal veterans as 
if the targets were near the coast, 
but more distant explosions con- 
tinued for a longer period. 

Railway Targets. 

Earlier in the day fighters sev- 
eral times darted through the 
channel skies, occasionally pene- 
trating into France. 

At Oldenburg, 24 miles north- 
west of Bremen, railway targets

NEW YORK, July 1.—Now that 
Adolf Hitler has launched Ger- 
on the great gamble that 
wrecked Napoleon—an invasion of 


Russia—what will happen in Mos- 
cow if his troops enter that city 
which his predecessor also entered 
only to see it go up in smoke? 

Will the Russians again burn 
Moscow to frustrate a would-be 
conqueror? Will a conqueror, this 
time, too, find his victorious ar- 
imies stranded in the midst of a 
'Russian winter? 

When Napoleon crossed _ the 
‘Niemen river in 1812 at the begin- 
ning of his gamble it was the 24th 
of June. Hitler’s troops entered 
‘Soviet territory on June 22. 

Napoleon’s soldiers entered 
‘Moscow September 24. They had 
to walk, and Hitler’s men move on 
wings and wheels; but it is not yet 
apparent he will beat Napoleon's 
schedule. That, of course, de- 
‘pends largely on the effectiveness 
of the Red army; also on whether 
Hitler actually intends to take 
Moscow. 

Symbolic Flames. 

Byt supposing German troops 
actually arrive at the gates of the 
Soviet capital about August 1? 
What will happen then? Will the 
civilian population already have 
been evacuated? Will the Rus- 
‘sians burn the city to keep it out 
of Hitler’s grasp, or as a taunting 
reminder of the fate of Napoleon? 

Will the embalmed body. of 
Nicolai Lenin, Communism found- 
er, be removed from its massive 
tomb on Red square and hidden 
away far behind the Urals? 

It can be assumed that most of 
Moscow's population will remain 
on the job as long as_ possible. 
Moscow is the capital, crowded 
with the many offices of a vast! 
bureaucracy, and many important | 
factories—including one of the | 
biggest Soviet automobile plants— | 
are there or nearby. 

This, of course, is a far differ- 
ent war from the war of Napo- 
leon’s day. It is possible that 
Moscow might be laid in ruins by | 
Nazi bombing squadrons long be- 
fore any armored columns could 
penetrate within a hundred miles 
of the city.

Win or lose, the common people 
of Russia are likely to take the 
hardships and terrors of war with 
as little panic and tragic com 
plaining as any population in Eu- 
ope. . 

If Hitler's armies succeed in 
crippling the Soviet military ma- 
chine and Josef Stalin decides to 
call for a retreat into the deep 
interior of Russia, those who fol- 
low him will have need of their 
capacity to endure. 

Prepared Years Ago. 

Many years ago Soviet leaders 
began preparing for the possibility

Aver- 
age daily consumption of cotton 
by mills in Alabama, Georgia and 
Tennessee during that month was 
12,000 bales, the largest total for 
any monti. in available statistics, 
and 52 per cent greater than in 
May of last year. Cotton con- 
sumption in the United States Is 
nov 50 per cent greater than a 
year ago. 

Store Sales Rise. 

Department store sales rose 20 
per cent over sales during tne 
same month last year and whoie- 
sale distribution increased by 9 
per cent over the previous month. 

In step with advanc _ all along 
the business front, pay rolls show- 
ed a gain of 30 per cent over May, 
1940: bank debits increased 28 
per cent over the same_ two 
months: employment in the dis- 
trict was up nearly 15 per cent 
and bank loans and investments 
also’ showed a sharp increase in 
May of this year over the corre- 
sponding month last year. 

In another industrial activity, 
pig iron production in Alabama 
increased 8 per cent in May over

Coal production was an  .xcep- 
tion to the upward trend, dropping 
12 per cent in May below figures 
of May, 1940, due mainly to labor 
difticulties. 

Power Shortage Continues. 

The power shortage in the 
southeast continued of major im- 
portance. The area depends heav- 
ily on  hydro-generated = rather 


‘than fuel-generated power for 


electric current production and 
below normal rainfall in Alabama, 
Georgia and Tennessee for the 
past several months in addition 
to heavy demands of the rearma- 
ment program have resulted in 
severe reductions in water storage 
supplies. 

Despite this, consumption of 
electric energy in six southeastern 
states was 25 per cent greater in 
the first four months of 1941 than 
in the corresponding period of 
1940. Production of aluminum has 
been drawing as much power ,as 
the present generating Capacity ol 
Norris and Guntersville dams, 
adding to power shortage prob- 
lems in the TVA system. 

Farm income showed the great- 
est gain in April, 1941, in Florida. 
From January through April, to- 
tal farm income for the six south- 
eastern states of Alabam Florida, 
Georgia, Louisiana, Mississippi, 
Tennessee, is up approximately 
$30,000,000 over the same period 
of 1940.

Secretary of the Navy Knox, speaking before 
the conference of governors of the United 
‘States, advocated immediate use of the Amer- 
ican Navy to sweep all Nazi forces from the 
Atlantic. Now, he declared, with Germany 
occupied by the Russian campaign, is the time 
for this country to strike. 7 

President James B. Conant, of Harvard, at 
the same time, declares his conviction that the 
United States, by actively entering the war 
today, can bring about quicker downfall of 
Hitler and avoid a more ruinous conflict in the 
future. Each month we delay im joining the 
forces battling totalitarianism, he believes, 
means four more months of prolonged war in 
the future. 

It is possible these two, Secretary Knox, and 
President Conant, and all those who think like 
them, are correct. Certainly vhere is little doubt 
that if war on the part of the United States is 
needed to crush Hitlerism and save the world— 
including ourselves—for freedom, a vast ma- 
would accept war as a 


jority of Americans 
hateful, but necessary thing. 

It should always be remembered, however, 
that-President Roosevelt has far better oppor- 
tunities for understanding of the strategic 
situation than any of us. He, like all of us, 
has to weed the chaff of lies and of Nazi 
propaganda from all he hears, but he has 
access to sources denied to others. He is in 
tonstant touch with the leaders of Britain, 
frequently holds long telephone conversations 
with Winston Churchill. 

He has all the confidential reports of all 
American observers in Britain today, or who 
have been in Britain. At his elbow are all the 
facilities of the State Department for learning 
the truth. 

He has, too, at his constant command, the 
services, information and opinions of leaders of 
the United States Army and Navy. These are 
not men concerned with policies, their only 
interest is strategies. These men hold opinions 
only as to the feasability of plans of campaign, 
they do not seek behind that campaign for the 
political reasons which instigated it. 

It is their duty to furnish the President, 
when he asks for it, with expert opinion on the 
military or naval wisdom of a proposed course 
of action. They, im collaboration with British 
officers, must know whether it would help 
toward victory for the United States Navy, and 
air force, to begin shooting tomorrow. They 
must know whether it will better aid the cause 
to hold our fire, for a while longer, and merely 
continue our Atlantic patrol and our program 
as arsenal for the fighting democracies. 

They must know whether we can safely 
withdraw part of our Pacific fleet to aid in the 
suggested Atlantic campaign. 

Then, when all their information has been 
given the President, when he has had time to 
digest and consider all its implications and 


_ involvements, it is his duty, and his alone, to 


give the word, to ask congress to declare a state 
of war existent. 

We can, and should, trust the President to 
act most effectively for the defeat of Hitlerism. 
That is the nation’s one objective today. That 
is the goal set for this period of unlimited 
national emergency. 

When he commands, the officers of Army 
and Navy who have given him their best 
opinions on the strategic value of a move to 
war, will salute and obey orders. It is the duty 
of all of us likewise to await orders and, when 
they come, simply do our duty to the extreme 
of ability, of enthusiasm and of life itself.

Honoring Longstreet 

Today, on the battlefield of Gettysburg, 
troops of the United States Army, numbering 
several thousand, with hundreds of vehicles, 
guns and other paraphernalia, will parade. 

There will be, to6, patriotic, fraternal and 
civic organizations by the score. There will be 
sons of Confederate and of Union veterans, 
famous Army and Navy officers and other 
nationally known figures. There will be a radio 
broadcast, with speeches by Mary Pickford, by 
General Julius Franklin Howell, commander- 
in-chief of the ee Confederate Veterans, 
and others. 

The occasion will be in honor of General 
James Longstreet, second in command to Gen- 
eral Lee at the Battle of Gettysburg. There will 
be dedicated, with elaborate ceremony, the site 
for an equestrian statue of General Longstreet, 
which is to be erected on the battlefield. 

There can be no question, today, but that 
General Longstreet was a brilliant commander 
and an heroic soldier. His record is filled with 
deeds worthy of the undying gratitude of a 
nation. He served for 20 years in the United 
States Army, in the Indian campaigns, with 
Taylor’s army of occupation and with Scott 


“jn Mexico. 


In the War Between the States he was sec- 
ond in command of the forces of the Confed- 
eracy, was called by Lee his “old war horse,” 
and was popularly known as the “Lion of the 
South.” He won victories for the gray at Sec- 
ond Manassas, Williamsburg, Fredericksburg 
and Chickamauga. He was appointed by Lee as 
senior commissioner to arrange terms of sur- 
render at Appomattox. 

There has never been a monument of Long- 
street at Gettysburg. Shortly after the end of 
the war he was the object of some criticism 
but this has long been refuted by scores of 
highest witnesses and by the action of time 
itself. 

Today the South honors the memory of 
Longstreet as one of its most worthy sons and 
today both North and South stand side by side 
on the field of Gettysburg to pay proper tribute 
to his name.

Ellis Arnall, Georgia’s capable attorney gen- 
eral, rendered the state a great service in his 
ruling that three members of the State Board of 
Regents who have been asked to resign by Gov- 
ernor Talmadge were not holding their offices in 
violation of the 1937 law as Charged by Gene.

FERRYING BOMBERS WASHINGTON, July 1.—The steady 

increase in American plane produc- 
tion, plus a few unfortunate brushes with the Germans, have caused 
the British to revise their original method of ferrying United States- 
built bombers to England. 

At the beginning of the ferrying service some months ago it was 
the practice of the British to send the long-range American bombers 
over in squadrons of 12 to 20. The squadrons were organized at 
Newfoundland for the final ocean hop.of some 2,000 miles to Eng- 
land, each group in charge of a British flight commander with the 
individual pilots and co-pilots:-made up of volunteer Americans, No 
guns were carried in the early flights. 

Now all of this has been radically changed, much to the chagrin 
of the Germans, who-are aware of the new procedure and find it 
more difficult to cope with. The bombers are being ferried over 
no longer in squadrons. Each ship is on its own, taking off for the 
— water flight as weather conditions and other circumstances best 

ictate. : 


NOW CARRY GUNS More important, the bombers.are now 


equipped with their complement of guns 
before being sent gover, giving them defensive weapons in case of 
attack. They are also flying at 25,000 feet, more or less, con- 
trasted with the much lower levels adopted for the initial flights. 

In the interest of reduced weight and greater fuel capacity, the 
British formerly waited for the ships to reach England before in- 
stalling guns. Several unpleasant encounters with raiding German 
Messersmidts over the Irish sea and England caused this practice 
to be abandoned, both as to lack of armament and squadron flights. 
One instance is known to have occurred where a group of the un- 
armed American bombers were intercepted by Nazi raiders and 
escaped only by losing their attackers.in the clouds. When they 
reached a British airport their wings and fuselages were found 
riddled with bullets, though fortunately all of the pilots were 
untouched. 

So long as they were flying without guns the bombers were an 
easy prey to the Germans, who consequently were on the lookout 
for them. ‘The squadron formations also made it easier for them 
to be intercepted. 

Now, with the squadrons broken up into single-file flights, the 
degree of vulnerability has been greatly reduced. And the fact 
that they are able to defend themselves naturally makes them less 
desirable targets of enemy attack. Finally, the higher altitude of 
25,000 feet makes it more difficult for the planes to be located. 
It is almost impossible to find even a squadron of planes at that 
height even though you are forewarned of their presence and are 


out looking for them. 
ONLY LOST THREE In any event, the new procedure has 
worked very successfully since it was 
inaugurated. The British are said to have lost only three of the 
American bombers outright, including the one that was wrecked 
after a forced landing in Newfoundland. One was shot down bv 
the Germans and another- went down in the Irish sea. Our own 
air experts regard this as a rather extraordinary achievement in 
view of the large number of deliveries being made and the strained 
circumstances under which the ships are being ferried across. 
Right now there is a considerable shortage in pilots necessary 
for the ferrying service. Many of the American bombers are said 
to be piled up at Canadian airports awaiting trained men to take 
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them across. 


The British have relied chiefly on signing up Ameri- 


can pilots for the job, using only a scattering of the Royal Air Force 


personnel for aiding in the program. 


At the start, the American 


ferrying pilots were returned to Newfoundland by British merchant 


or naval vessels. 


More recently, however, this 


has béen aban- 


doned for speedier deliveries permitted by bringing the pilots back 


by air. 
Little has been written about

“THOSE OLD SOLDIERS” Working in a draft board office 
yesterday, helping to register for 


selective service those who have just become 21-years of age, I 
recalled— 

Sitting on the long bench on the shady side of the ferry between 
Newport News and Portsmouth. This was a couple of weeks ago 
on the tour of the major defense plants of the east and middle west. 

It was a hot day and the passengers crowded to the bench in 
the shade. 

Three young soldiers, about 18 years old. sat talking, oblivious 
of everyone else. The talk went like this: 

“That’s a good law, the one congress is talking about.” 

“What law?” 

“The one about reducing the draft age to 28.” 

“Yeah, I think it is.” 

“I know it is. We got some of them old soldiers, 32 and 33, in 
our outfit and they stink! They can't soldier.” 

“Naw, they ain’t got it.” 

“Well, anyhow, when a guy gets to be 30 and over he ain't 
any: count anyhow. You Know that.” 

“That’s right. They can’t take it.. Not them old soldiers.” 

When I heard this I got up and went around to the sunny side 
and. sat on the hot bench in the steaming sun and looked out at 
the water. Once I was tempted to leap in and end it all. My lost 
youth came back and put its thumbs in the corners of its mouth, 
made mocking faces and wiggled its fingers derisively. 

‘When a guy gets to be 30 years old he ain't no count anyhow.” 

What was it Oscar Wilde said—? 

“Youth is such a wonderful thing, it is a shame to waste it on 


babies.” 

ENTIRELY CORRECT The three young soldiers were cor- 
rect—entirely so. War is a young 

man’s business. And so is soldiering. There are a few bronzed top 

sergeants and some good noncoms a few years older. 

But the glory and the misery of war on the field is for the 
young. Our Selective Service Act will have to come down to 18 
and stop at about 27. 

The Germans permit no soldier in the front lines who is more 
than 25. The “old soldiers” of 28 and 30 and 35 years wait in the 
replacements divisions or in the reserves behind the front lines. 

It isn’t that they are braver or more courageous. 

They are more daring. And they can stay in the blistering ovens 
of tanks or ride the trucks and fight the wheels of them on runs of 
20 hours or more and never get “tired in the back” or see spots 
before their eyes. 

You do not think the Germans in those tanks which have broken 
through the lines of the Dutch, the Belgians, the French, the Yugo- 
slaves and the Russians—to go riding wildly through a hostile, back 
country—are careful, middle-aged men? Never. Not once. 

They are kids. Kids of 18 and 19 and 20 and 21. 

And remember that they do not think Adolf Hitler is a beast. 
They gladly will die for him. It is not a war to destroy freedom 
as far as they are concerned. It is a war to put them on top. 

We've got the selective service system and it’s a fine thing. We 
started a bit late on it. But there may be time to train 2,000.000 men. 

I saw the German soldiers in Germany 


MORE THAN DRILL 
and in the taking of Austria. 


They looked—all of them—like a first-rate football squad in 
midseason form. 

I have heard strange things about the ersatz foods. 

Let’s be honest with ourselves. The soldiers which have con 
quered the continent of Europe have not done so on poor foods. 

The men who saw the French collapse and who saw the cap- 
tured French and English soldiers in Germany without exception 
commented on how frail the English soldiers looked—clerks with a 
few weeks or months of training—thin and sunburned. 

Beside them the conquering German soldiers looked like what 
they are—the finest physical specimens that have ever gone to war. 

We've done a bad job in this country: 

Our selective service boards keep demonstrating that fact. 

About 40 per cent of our young men between 21 and 35 are not 
physically fit to serve. Bad teeth, bad tonsils, tuberculosis, heart 
trouble, sinus trouble—the story runs on and on. 

These boys who go into the Army are going to get—generally 
speaking—better food than they've been used to; they will get the 
first balanced diets they’ve ever had. 

They are going to come out pounds heavier, bronzed, in condie 
tion to work. 

Are we, I wonder, going to have anything planned to. take them 
into industry and business? Or will we let them go jobless and 
become thin and half sick again? 

There is more to the Army than drill. 

Much more.
